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Allowable Subject Matter 
5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: upon close review of 
the claims, the prior art, and applicant's remarks it appears that the allowance of claims 1-4, 6-13, 
15-19, 22-28, and 30-45 are appropriate. 

The mobile device for composing an electronic message of U.S. Patent No. 6,760,696 by 
Goldberg is functionally equivalent to the claimed mobile device because the mobile device 
performs the claimed limitations of composing an electronic message and adding an audio 
content to the electronic message. Although Goldberg teaches a predetermined maximum set of 
an audio content for an electronic message (Fig. 4; col. 9, lines 39-60), Goldberg fails to teach a 
totoal amount of audio content added is limited to a predetermined maximum set including 
communication bandwidth of said device for a single electronic message .
